@ guard unsupported by the. presence of a 
man-of-war might induce an attack from a 
disorderly and. ignorant mob,. which would 
have brouglit about the gravest complica- 
tions, I determined to take the Rinaldo to 
Chinkiang ; although it, is almost without 
precedent ‘that such an important port as 
Shanghai ‘shoald ever be left, even for one 
day, without the presorjce of a man-of-war.: 
T arrived at Chin-kiang on the morning’ 
of ‘the, 15th September, and in a‘conver- 
sation with. Mr Medbhurst. respecting the’ 
outrage, he gave me to uuderstanud, most. 
distinctly that he was acting wholly and 
solely on his own responsibility, I therefore, 
put the case to him, “Should the officials 
of Yang-chow. refuse to receiva’ us, or. ad- 
mit us into the city, what conrse should we 
pursue?” He replied, we should have to 
return, as° J should not be justified in 
forcing: an entrance, or, :in’ fact, ‘mak- 
‘ing any hostile, demonstration’ whatever.: 
. fer visiting -Yang-chow. vith the Consul 
accompanied by a guard. compused.’ of 
neurly the whole of the ship’s company, to 
prevent the possibility of his being insult- 
ed by the mob—I proceeded’ on tlie 10th 
of September to Naukin, and on. the morn- 
ing of the 31th September, being myself 
Nimable to leave my bed, 1 directed Lieu- 
tenant Farquharadn, Senior Lieutonant of 
Her Majesty's ship Rinaldo, to praceed with 
the Consul-to wait upon the -Viceroy, ac- 
companied by a guard of honor, -On their 
return to the ship, in a conversation with 
Mr Medhurst, he gaye me to. understand 
that the Viceroy had expressed lis willing- 
ness to comply with shia, Mr Modhurst’s 
requests, and that.he, the Viceroy, would 
send a letter to that effevt that night or the 
next morning, Considering the presence of 
the Rinaldo no longer’ necessary, as 1 had 
protected the Consul from the possibility of 
being insulted at .Yang-chow, I’ determined 
to return. to Shanghai, having offered to 
remain. if Mr Medhnrst considered. the pre- 
sence of the Itinaldo necessary. He told 
me that.the ‘ship. remaining would do no 
good; but that he should wait for the letter 
from the Viceroy in a house-b vat: belonging

TWO LEGAL DECISIONS. 
(Economist, Feb, 21.) ° 

Two cases of some importance in “cbmi- 
mercial law have. been decided within'the * 
last fow days. Set aa et 

1, The Privy Council in the case of Gib- 
lin x, MoMullov, which was an appeal from 
the Supreme Court ‘of the colony:af , Vics. - 
toria, have applied the principle that 
bankers are not liable for the loss of deeda 
deposited with them‘as gratuitous bailées, 
where there las not been gross negliverice. 
In the case befors the Court the facts wera. 
that 10,450/ of railway debentures deposited 
with tho Union Bank of. Victoria had been 
abstracted by one of their own officers; but 
the Court, nevertheless, held ‘that there 
was no hegligence proved.: According to 
the report there does nat seem ta have 
been any doubt of the: law—the question 
being merely one of fact as to whether there 
was negligonco or not;-but it is interesting 
to see the view which a Supreme Court 
takes of what constitutes ‘ne; ligence, The :, 
tendency: is. to reliayé banks, like other _ 
as much as possible, 
and only make them liable for unmistake- 
able avts of carelessness, : 

2. Tho second case “is that of Cruso 2, 
Paine, bearing on the samo subject. as: 
the Bristowe cases, ‘The judgment -in it 
by the inferior wibunals Waa before ‘the 
Exchequer Chamber, ‘and.. Lord Cairns 
when thoy. decided in. those cases, but 
it is_now. decided on appeal ‘by-the pre- 
ssut Lord Chancellor, an ja thus of equal 
authority with the others.

He interprets 
it to mean that the ‘contract with the job- 
ber, when it: contains such 3 - varantea, | 
binds the jobber not merely to find 4 pur- 
chaser—which was the decision in Bris- 
towe’s cases—but to seo that registration is 
effected. He remains Jiable until registra- 
tion takes place. ‘Though we think this the 
sounder decision, we confess that it appears 
to us ta conflict with. the previous ones,. “It 
scema to be stretching a point to say that 
the ‘gharantve of registration, isa separate 
obligation undertaken by ‘the jobber, 
from which he is not oxcnsed by 
finding « purchaser, although he is ex- 
cused from his‘ other obligations in the 
matter when be does find a‘purchaser,, If = 
the meaning of the contract is. that he is 
not a buyer but only contracts to find a pur- 
chaser; it should ‘alsu mean that he is free 
when he finds a purchaser who agrees to 
perform. the guatanteo. © Otherwise the 
custom of the Stock Exchange would be in- 
terpreted'to apply to one part of the jobs | 
bor’s agreethent to buy and not to another, 
although the agreement and considerations 
are indivisible: . All this complexity, how- 
ever, is due tothe Bristowe deoixions, 
whioh begin: by assuming that the jobber 
substitutes another to perform all his’ part 
of the contract except the. payment of the .
